Fire destroyed ono of the old one 


' 
iitorv storehouse of the Hamilton Mfg 
1 Co "in Middlesex st. early last night 
two alarms of lire wore sounded an 
.hundreds of people were attracted t 
the scene believinsr that thero was an 
, extraordinary flre in progress. 
Th. 
. flames spread rapidly, but tho flremei 


after a short and brisk fight had the 
dupes well in hand and confined them 
to the building In which the flre start- 
ed. 
Buildings in tho viclnliy wore 


threatened at the start, but they suf- 
fered no damage. 
Several minor 
explosions 
caused 


people watching the flre to retreat 
fearlns that a more serious one might 
occur, but it is thought that the ex- 
plosions were from pails of paint. 
Car service in Middlesex street was 
held up for about three-quarters of 
an hour. 
The building in question is about 00 


feet long, 20 feet wide and one story 
high and is located on Middlesex st. 
opposite the Traders Bank building. 


About an hour before the alarms 


•were sounded some junk men had been 
removing some of the contents of the 
building and it is probable that one 
of them accidentally dropped a light- 
ed match in some of the rubbish. An 
alarm was sounded from box 28 short- 
ly after 6.20 o'clock and in the mean- 
time an alarm was also pulled in from 
box 24. The two alarms coming one 
after the other caused many people to 
believe that It was a second alarm 
flre.On the arrival of the firemen all 
lines possible were laid out and sev- 
eral chemicals were put into action. 
They'safety of the mill was the first 
to be attended to, for the flames had 
reached across the intervening space 
and set fire to the windows of the 
side of the building. 
All these were 


demolished but the brick walls and 
the steel structure of the boiler rooms 
saved tho mill. Broken windows was 
the only loss to the mill proper. Dur- 
ing the fire several 
explosions oc- 


curred, one of which, blew open 
the 


doors leading into Middlesex street 
and there was a rush of flames across 
the car tracks.

An alarm from box 125 
at 
111.30 


o'clock this morning summoned a por- 
tion of the-fire department to a blaze 
in a bakeshop at 21 Fenwick street 
conducted by George Poulakos. 
The 


flre started in one corner pf the room 
on the first floor and worked its way 
through the partitions to the roof. 


Poulakos with his family and a help- 
er were in the house asleep at the 
time, but all 
managed 
to 
escape. 


Poulakos and the helper 
had been 


working in the bakeshop until 9.30 
o'clock, and according to them every-

THE PRICE OF FISH 


There Is apparently good reason 


for. suspecting that the sudden in- 
crease in the price of fish was not 
due to the operation of 
economical 


laws. 
The legislative 
investigation 


shows that not all the selfishness and 
profiteering can be laid at the door 
of the Chicago packers. 


Since 190S it appears that the New 


England Fish Exchange levied an an- 
nual assessment upon all fresh fish 
sold on the Exchange for the ostensi- 
ble purpose of developing 
the fish 


industry. The total thus collected ex- 
ceeds three million dollars, of which 
only $532,011 was spent for anything 
that could be considered contributory 
to the development of the industry. 
Over $2,300,000 was divided among the 
subscribers while 5327,899 remains on 
hand. Thus the price of 
fish 
was 


boosted in Massachusetts. In order 
to develop and aid the fish industry, 
the new fish pier at South Boston was 
built at great expense and leased to 
the Boston Fish Marine Association 
at a rental that pays but. 2 per cent 
on the investment. But it was used 
to benefit the Fish Exchange. 


An investigation of this kind is a 


real service to the public only if prop- 
er steps be'taken to prevent" the im- 
position upon the public in the future. 


PRICE OF SUBSTITUTES 


The substitutes for wheat flour such 


as barley flour, corn meal,- rolled oats 
and white corn flour, have always sold 
at a price considerably less than that 
of flour because inferior in food value. 
Today, however, they are much higher 
in price and there is no prospect of 
a change in this condition. 


The limit of flour to be sold to each 


housewife at one time is 49 pounds 
and this can be sold only with an 
equal 
weight 
of 
flour 
substitutes. 


That being so, it will henceforth bo 
necessary for the food administration 
to regulate the prices on these substi- 
tutes so as to prevent the profiteers 
from fleecing the people by putting up 
the prices on commodities, the pur- 
chase of which is made compulsory. 


Unless the prices on such substi- 


tutes are regulated the same as that 
of sugar, the speculators and 
the 


small l dealers will impose upon the 
public by charging much more than 
they should. 


It would seem that 
the 
cheaper 


substitute for an article of food should 
not be sold for a higher price than 
the article for which it is a substitute. 
Seldom does the counterfeit sell for a 
higher price than the genuine, but 
that old rule does not apply in 
the 


sale of 
food staples at the present 


time.

ditional sprinkler from May 15 to Sept 
ID, inclusive, for §8(572, 
provided tht 


city pays the Street Railway 
Co. 
foi 
trackage :ind power, which has been 
estimated at §2500 to $3000. Under the 
other proposition the company wouk 
furnish the cars and pay for trackage 
niul power for $11,040, or an increase of 
£1421 over what the city paid for sprin- 
kling last year. L.ast year the city paid 
?9G1U for three cars from April 1 to Nov. 
1. Supt. Manning has the two proposi- 
tions under consideration. 


There is an interesting- feature in re- 


lation to the price for trackage and 
power which has been set by the Bay 
State Street Railway Co." that has been 
the subject of some discussion. The Bav 
.State owes the city some .$13,000. which 
it has been impossible to collect since 
Uio road went into receiver's hands. The 
suggestion, has been broached that tlie 
city might use the expense for trackage 
and power as a set-off against this back 
bill against the road, but the municipal 
authorities say that this would be im- 
possible, as the city would not be al- 
lowed to"foUow this plan by the court.

Press).—"The blockade is one of 
the 


most important weapons in the hands of 
-he allies, asserts the British war cab- 
inet. Dealing: with the development and 
implilication of the blockade of Ger- 
many during 1917, the cabinet says in 
its annual report just made public: 


"The chief method by which this am- 


plification has been effected has 
been 


the conclusion of a series of agreements 
with neutral shipping companies. 
The 


weapon in the background during such 
icgotiations has been the British con- 
trol of bunker facilities and the powers 
vieldecl by the inter-allied chartering 
committee. 


"A very considerable amount of suc- 


cess can fairly be claimed for the pol- 
cy. In the far east, the German com- 
mercial establishments have been al- 
most completely destroyed and recen 
events will probably make it possible t< 
omplete the work. 
"Thanks to our agreements with 


American shipping companies, the fin 
.ncial stability of enemy firms in Soutl 
America 
has 
been very 
generally 


hakcn, and in some cases they hav 
een .forced into liquidation. In othe 
nstances, firms containing certain cn- 
my interest have been obliged to ellm 
nate this interest. 


"In Spain the policy has worked ad- 
airably, and is considered to have gon 
ar to counteract the more 
insidious 


lethods of German propaganda. In al 
ountries the moral effect of the sta- 
utory list has been very pronnonceit, 
and a definite stigma is attached to In

The average war garden can spare 


tho room for about a. dozen tomato 
plants, a few eggplants, peppers, and 
maybe a few early cabbages and some 
cucumbers. 


These are all Ions-season vegetables, 


excepting early cabbages, which

started indoors so they will mature in 
early summer. It is advisable to sow 
these seeds in hot bed.s about six or 
eight weeks before the weather will 
permit 
transplanting into the 
open 
garden. 


This is how to make a hotbed: 
BiB a hole about

feet 
deep 


where it will be protected from north 
winds and have the full benefit of the 
sun. Fill the hole with layers of fresh 
stable manure to a deptli of about 14 
to 18 inches,

rich garden soil to a depth of four to 
six inches.

be told. Tho spirited manner in. which 
they went to their positions can hard- 
ly be recounted better than by words 
used by a French general now1 com- 
manding them, to wit:

their front line they are supported by 
their artillery, and their own engineers 
The initial shot was followed hy open- 
ing a salvo of IS rounds, thus Ameri- 
can artillery announced its presence 
on the field and its readiness to enter 
grips with the Fritzs.

ficers the writer was conducted up a 
path on the southern side of a ridge. 
Its lifeless outline against -the sombre 
sky presented the appearance of some 
new born land upheaved by Internal 
convulsions and then showered with 
the ashes and dust of a past civiliza- 
tion. Every yard of the surface wns 
pitted and pimpled.

brutally Ill-treated hy German sol- 
diers and tormented by German Red 
Cross nurses, who approached them 
with food und drink and then ft!the 
threw It away or rendered it

Tho 
report further states:

lappened that officers and men alike 
ivero shut Into trucks for tho Inevit- 
ably alow and lengthy journey.

of Streets Manning- by the American Ca 
Sprinkler Co. Under one the company 
would provide two car sprinklers fron 
May 1 to Oct. 31, inclusive, and one ad 
dltional sprinkler from May 15 to Sept 
15, inclusive, for SSG72, 
provided the 


city pays the Street Railway Co. foi 
trackage and power, which has beei 
estimated at ?2500 to $3000, Under the 
other proposition the company would 
furnish the cars and pay for trackage 
and power for $13,040, or an increase of 
?142l over what the city paid for sprin- 
kling last year. Last year the city pa it 
$?G11) for three cars from April 1 to Nov. 
], Supt. Manning1 has the two proposi 
lions under consideration. 


There is an interesting" feature in re- 


lation to the price for truckage and 
power which has been set by the Bay 
State Street Railway Co. that has been 
the subject of some discussion. The Bay 
State owes the city some $13,000, which 
it has been impossible to collect since 
(he road went into receiver's hands. The 
suggestion has been broached that the 
city might use the expense for truckage 
and power as a set-off against this back 
bill against the road, but the municipal 
authorities say that this would be im- 
possible, as the city would not be al: 
lowed to follow this plan by the court. 
In dealing with the receiver for the 
company, the city would be doing- busi- 
ness \yith essentially a different concern 
from what it was before it went Info 
the receiver's hands.

Men and officers wrrc talc en to Ger- 
many in IiI thy rattle trucks. 
They 
were kept without food and drink for 
days -and the wounded, who received 


mctlica.] aid or attention from the 
Germans, were compelled to suffer un- 
told agonies. 
They wore Jeered at 
and stoned hy the rivll population, 
brutally ill-treated by German sol- 
diers and tormented hy German Keel 
Cross nurses, who approached them 
with food and drink and then cither 
threw it away or rendered It unfit 
for consumption by'spitting in It. The 
report further states: 
It constantly 
happened that officers and men alike 
were shut into trucks for the Inevit- 
ably slow and lengthy journey. 
Fifty 


or sixty would be placed In n single 
truck, with tho doors closed and any 
sort of allc'i'iatlon absolutely don led. 
The most elementary requirements of 
decency and cleanliness worn regularly 
refund. 
Not only were tlift prlHonorn 
thrown Into trucks, often Inches deep 
animal mamiro, but for dayn nnd 
IHH at a timo worn forbidden lo 
vo for any ' pi.irpn.io. 
HnHlrtvH the 


miseries of filth and 
miffocntion '•of 


overcrowding, of unattended and pu- 
tresuent wounds, the 
prUonera en- 
dured'prolonged and neodletsa torment 
lusting three days and nights with 
hunger and thirst. 
Sixty men in a 
cattle truck were left without any- 
thing at ull. 
Then 
the 
door 
was 
opened and a few pieces of bread were 
thrown to them 
like 
dogs. 
They 
begged for water and it was only af- 
ter 12 hours that a bucket was placed 
In the truck. 
Oil all journeys without exception, 
whenever tho train stopped—and halts 
were always 
long: and 
frequent—a 
denae and hostile crowd was found on 
the platform, who surged around the 
carriages and trucks containing the 
prisoners, 
threatening 
them 
with 
knives 'and revolvers 
and 
insulting 
them with the grossest forms of abuse. 
Gorman officers often took a-n active 
part 
on 
these 
occasions. 
But all 
things considered, it was the behavior 
the German Red Cross that was the 
most revolting. At every station there 
was fuond an elaborate installation of 
food and drink and materials for medi- 
cal aid presided over by women wear- 
ing the Red Cross uniform. Constant- 
ly they refused anything whatever to 
the English, however desperate their 
needs. When asked by a wounded of- 
ficer for a glass of water, one of the 
ladies burst out laughing: and said: 
"Nothing for you English." They would 
show food to the starving 
prisoners 
and then remove It, calling the atten- 
tion of the croWd, and observing1 that 
it was not for "swine." 
They would 
bring' water and soup In cans and pour 
it out on the platform in front of the 
Englishmen. 
Tho German soldiers who traveled 
in charge of the prisoners would of- 
ten do what they 
could 
for 
them, 
which was very little, when they were 
unobserved by their superiors \>r by 
the crowd. 
\ 
The, following are brief points from 
the statements made by officers and 
men: 
Mai Lynch, R.M.M.C.-—"\Ve were in- 
sulted al! day long by soldiers and of- 
ficers and I was struck by a soldior. 
An officer beat one wounded man with 
the flat of his sword.« 
Capt. H. O. Sutherland, Northumber- 
land Fusiliers—A German Red Cross or- 
derly lifte.d a private, who had a leg and 
arm broken, out of a carriage, hold- 
ins: him up two or three feet, above a 
stretcher., and deliberately let 
him. 
drop. 
Private W. Fletcher, 1st Gordons— 
We had no food or 
water 
for five 
days. 
Sergt. R. Gllling-, Scots Greys—Many 
men with crutches had them kicked 
from under their 'arms by German 
troops, and 
when 
patients 
fell the 
crutches were used to beat them with. 
At Cologne the crowd of soldiers, civ- 
ilians, women n.nd children amused 
themselves by throwing- bucktets of 
water over us.
